1 . Read the Terms of Sale in the front of the catalogue. 
Note a 10%buyers premium will be added to all successful 
bids. 

2 . Mail your bid sheet as early as possible. This is par- 
ticularly important if you're a new bidder, for it takes us time 
to check your references. Also, this assures that your bid 
sheet will be received before the sale. A bid sheet mailed a 
few days before the sale might not reach us until a week 
later — at which time the coins have all been sold to others! 

3 . We've found it best to use a work sheet to compile bids. In 
this way you can check back and forth throughout the 
catalogue, make changes and revisions, and so on. Then 
when you've decided on your final bids enter them on the 
bid sheet. Try your best to keep the bid sheet neat and clearly 
understandable, listing the lots in order. 

4 . If you are a new bidder, send along references and a 
25% deposit.

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Introduction 



V V ELCOME TO THE SPRINGFIELD COLLECTION SALE. IN 
today's world of active numismatic trading, with the formation, and dispersal of collections occuring 
within a relatively short amount of time, and with coins changing hands frequently, it is not often that a 
true old-time collection comes on the market. However, sometimes such events do occur — and the pres- 
ent catalogue highlights one of them! 

The major consignment to this auction is that of the Springfield Library and Museum Association, 
known as "the Quadrangle". Located in the heart of downtown Springfield, Massachusetts, the 
Quadrangle is unique as a cultural center in the United States. It combines in one association and in one 
stimulating atmosphere four diverse museums and a city library, each administered by its own director 
and staff. Serving as its focal point is a picturesque common outlined by a pedestrian walk and a drive 
which afford easy access to all the units. It also creates a quiet setting for the Quadrangle in sharp contrast 
to the cement and asphalt of the rising buildings and bustling business community around it. 

Organized in 1857, the Springfield Library and Museums Association was incorporated in 1864 as a 
non-profit organization dependent on private and municipal funding. It is made up of the Springfield City 
Library System, the Science Museum, the George Walter Vincent Smith Art Museum, the Connecticut 
Valley Historical Museum and the Museum of Fine Arts, all governed by one Board of Trustees. 

The Quadrangle is often identified by the famous statue of "The Puritan" by Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
well known in numismatic circles. The statue stands in a small park adjoining the City Library building. 

In 1907 Henry Lee, one of the most prominent numismatists of his day, donated an outstanding collec- 
tion to the Springfield Library and Museums Association. For many years Mr. Lee had patiently collected 
Proof sets from 1859 onward, and acquired beautiful pieces in many other series, and otherwise formed 
an outstanding display. In the pages to follow you will have the opportunity to bid on individual Proof 
coins from 1859 through 1907, with the exception of about a dozen pieces which were removed from the 
collection years ago. An illustrious set of 1883 Hawaiian coins must have been one of Mr. Lee's prized 
possessions, as many other items listed in the pages to follow must have been. 

In the years after 1907 the Springfield Coin Club made many additions to the group, thus rounding out 
the display. Other occasional donations were received from time to time. 

Now, in 1981, the Springfield Library and Museums Association, like numerous other institutions in 
America, feels that the assets represented by the rare coin collection, a collection which requires special 
cataloguing expertise, extensive security precautions, and custom display facilities, can be better utilized 
in other areas of activity. So, the decision was made to offer the pieces through unrestricted public auc- 
tion sale by Bowers & Ruddy Galleries. A beautiful collection of foreign and ancient coins was also con- 
signed; these pieces will be auctioned by us in December. 

Another treasure from the past, offered for your bidding consideration in the present catalogue, is the 
Mark W. Collet Collection (beginning with Lot 2557). As stated later in the catalogue. Dr. Mark W. Col- 
let was a young physician who lived in downtown Philadelphia in the late 1850s. He was one of the nine 
original founders of the Numismatic Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia, a group organized in 1857, and 
was elected the first treasurer for a term which eventually extended from January 1858 to December 
1861. Entering the Union army. Dr. Collet served on the front line and was killed in the Battle of 
Chancellorsville in May, 1863. 

In 1859 Dr. Collet published a catalogue of American store cards, one of the earliest references in the 
field. His personal collection of tokens remained in the Collet family until the early 1920s. After that time 
it changed hands, passing into the possession of the present consignor. This amazing collection, mainly 
consisting of pieces manufactured by Scovill, will rank as one of the most outstanding auction offerings of 
the decade — not in terms of value but in terms of numismatic significance to specialists in the series. 

Added to these consignments are coins from several other sources, making it an auction which literally 
contains something for everyone. Colonials, half cents, large cents, Indian cents, 19th and 20th-century 
Proofs, Type coins. Liberty Walking half dollars, Morgan and Peace dollars, U.S. gold coins, tokens, 
paper money, and other series are listed, illustrated, and described. 



The present catalogue is largely the work of Joe Parsons of our staff, who spent many hours checking 
the individual pieces, attributing them, and describing them for auction listing. Dr. George ]. Fuld re- 
searched and described the tokens, and I had the pleasure of adding a few comments here and there. 

We have endeavored to be complete in our descriptions, but if there is any other information you re- 
quire, do not hesitate to call Cole Danehower, Manager of our Auction Department. There are certain to 
be some excellent "buys". So, if you see an item which looks interesting, by all means bid on it! One 
thing is sure, however: if you don t bid on it there is no way that you will be able to own it. After each 
sale we have people who read the prices realized and say 1 wish I had known that such and such coin 
went for only such and such amount." Of course, by that time it is too late to do anything. Right now, as 
you hold the catalogue in your hand and before the auction takes place, you can do something about it! 
"He who hesitates is lost," it has been said. In the field of rare coin auctions, he who hesitates to bid cer- 
tainly loses out on many attractive buys that are to be made. 

I suggest that if you see an item which you need to fill in a type set or a particular piece, the last open- 
ing in a date and mintmark collection, or if you otherwise intensely want to own it, bid liberally. On 
others which you mighf like to own only if "the price is right," bid conservatively. Take advantage of the 
present opportunity and look through the catalogue carefully. 

Items of high quality have traditionally brought the highest prices. In up markets and down markets, 
quality has always been in demand. Right now, in 1981, many pieces particularly those in the Uncir- 
culated and Proof categories, can be purchased for less than they would have cost if acquired a year and a 
half ago. But, human psychology is perverse, and there are many bidders who would have excitedly 
pushed the price of a given coin up to $10,000 in April 1980 who hesitate to bid $8,000 on the same coin 
today! However, history shows that those who have not followed the masses but who have thought in- 
dependently have done the best. For example, those who purchase coins at the lull in the market of 1975 
and 1976 saw their purchases double, triple, quadruple, or even further increase in value when the 
market zoomed during the 1978-1980 years. "Smart money" was in there bidding in 1975 and 1976, but 
those who were following popular psychology, stayed away. Don't let this happen to you now. While 
the future is unknown, and we have no way of knowing whether the next coin boom will come in 1982 
or 1983, certainly today's market offers many marvelous opportunities to acquire superb pieces at prices 
reduced from what they were in 1980. Why not think for yourself and take advantage! 

If you have been a regular participant in our auction sales, thank you for your business and support. 
The auction activity of our firm, the level of price records sustained, and the sheer volume of business we 
have experienced in recent years has been unmatched by any other rare coin company. The Garrett Col 
lection, sold from 1979 through early 1981, set many world record price figures. However, a very mean- 
ingful price record — the highest price ever recorded for any coin struck at the U.S. Mint — was set by 
us not in the Garrett sale but, rather, scarcely a month or so ago at the ANA auction in New Orleans 
when we sold a 1907 pattern $20 piece for $475,000. Whether you buy a coin in one of the sales for 
$47.50, $475, or any other figure — including $475,000, your business is truely appreciated. While the 
expensive coins make the most exciting headlines, the backbone of our auction business is composed of 
thousands of individual bidders who buy large cents in Very Fine grade, who bid on common date 
Morgan dollars, who are working on type sets of the 20th century, and who are otherwise carefully 
building individual collections of interest. They may not aspire to own landmark rarities but, rather, to 
own a representative collection of pieces which are beautiful to view and which it is hoped will be a 
financial treasure for the future as well. And, time has proved such bidders right. Take any of our auction 
sales from the early 1970s, check the spectacular record prices which made headlines then, and almost 
without exception you would give an eyetooth to be able to buy them today! There is no substitute for a 
combination of quality, rarity, and beauty — and with this in mind we urge you to bid liberally today. 
The coins are beautiful, and the market conditions are right to give you some potentially superb buys. A 
really great sale awaits you. I sincerely hope you obtain the special pieces which interest you most.

641 1796 Hilt 3-C (R-6). Draped bust, small eagle type. Star distant from 
curl; berry right of D in UNITED. VF-20,, gray toning, well handled, 
but generally free of defects except for a small cut on rim near U. The 
1680 pieces delivered March 30, 1796 are believed to comprise this 
variety. 

642 1800 Fine-12, plugged at 12:00; also 1801 Fine-12, but holed at 12:00. 
Rare dates. (Total: 2 pieces) 

643 1802 Breen 1-A, the famous needle beak. Strict Good-4, toned, no 
problems. Lower prong of beak extends all the way through star and 
beyond; this reverse later used briefly in 1804. Average condition for 
these. 



644 1805 Fine-12 or better, full motto on reverse. Natural iridescent gray 
tones and no defects. Could bring close to the full VF price. 

Note: Large stars on reverse, 5 berries, type of 1807. 120,780 pieces struck of 
the date from a single obverse die and tioo reverse dies (the other reverse has small 
stars and 4 berries, like in 1797-1804). No dimes were struck in 1800, but an 
180b obverse die may have been prepared, as one was listed in the JsAickley estate 
(assuming this was not a typographical error). Many of the 1 805 dimes could not be 
distributed by the mint; this explains why the phantom 1 80b die was never used. 



645 1807 Only the single variety. Strictly Fine-12, although this could be 
graded VF/VG, the difference being due to die failure. Steel toning 
with attractive russet and green at the borders, completely problem- 
free. 



646 1809, 1820, 1823/2, 1824/2. First is AG-3, the others grade 
Q.4 — VG-8. Light toning on all. (Total: 4 pieces) 

1814 Large date; period after lOC, closed base to R in AMERICA. 
EF-40, irregular tarnish. Reverse die rotated 45 degrees to the left. 

648 1821 Large date, spaced 18 21, bold center dot, 8th star nearly touches 
cap and border; Second S in STATES high and crowded in close to OF. 
AU-50, beautifully toned to sea-green and gold, some underlying 
lustre, better than average strike for the date. Some old light scratches 
above head of eagle are nicely hidden by the colors. These early dimes 
are difficult to find this attractive; we still think they are undervalued 
compared to the capped bust quarters. 

649 1825 Close date; A very distant from arrow. EF-40, toned, flashes of 
brilliance around stars, usual soft strike. 

650 1827 Wide date, 18 leans sharply right, 27 higher. Choice EF-45, 
beautiful old deep iridescent gray toning. Except for a small obverse 
abrasion before the nose, this is perfect for the grade. 

651 1829 Small lOC. Choice EF-45, blue-green and gray iridescence, much 
prooflike surface. 

652 1830/29 Late state with most of overdate gone; medium O in lOC. 
EF-40, irregular blue-gold tarnish. 

653 1831 Triple lines in shield, as in 1828-1830. EF-40 with medium gray 
toning. 

654 1832 High 2 in date; RI joined. AU-50, choice toning with light irides- 
cent on obverse and blue-green tints over reverse; underlying proof- 
like lustre. 

655 1833 Final 3 high. Choice EF-45, gray and gold toning, underlying 
lustre. 



656 1834 Large 4 in date; lOC widely spaced. Huge D in UNITED, 

evidently from the half-cent punch. AU-50, gorgeous greenish gold 
and silvery gray tones with underlying lustre. This blundered reverse 
was discovered by Breen in 1975 while cataloguing Pine Trees 5/76 
auction; that coin was listed as Uncirculated (Lot 172). Many others 
have been cherrypicked in the last few years, but these are all VF or 
worse. One for the dime collectors to fight about! 

657 1835 Tall 0 in lOC, as in 1830-1835. Choice EF-45 with beautiful irides- 
cent toning. 

658 1836 Choice AU-55, obverse with olive-gold toning; reverse with 
natural silvery brilliance, much mint lustre. 

659 1837 Bust type. 8th star far from cap; small O in lOC as on the 
1835-1836 coins. AU-50, steel toning with mottled iridescence, rim 
nick at 12:00 obverse, plenty of mint lustre.

1796 Hilt 3-C 
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660 1837 Bust type. Large date, flat top on 3. Choice AU-55, mostly 
brilliant with light toning near rims. Popular as a type coin. 

661 1838 Normal large stars. Choice AU-55, lustrous and brilliant, couple 
of obverse nicks. 



662 1838-0 No stars. AU-50, much lustre, natural silvery brilliance (not 
like the shiny kind typical of dipped coins). No recutting on base of 
mintmark. Rare in this condition; these are usually seen G-VG, seldom 
better. Many of the otherwise VF and EF coins are very porous and 
discolored. 

663 1839 EF-40, steel gray, some lustre. 

664 1840, 1842, 1843. All VF-20 to Choice VF-30. (Total: 3 pieces) 

665 1841-0 Small O mintmark. Fine-12, light toning. Above average. 

666 1844 VF-20, light toning. Scarce popular date, only 72,500 minted. 

667 1845 and 1848. EF-40. Also 1847 Fine-12. (Total: 3 pieces) 

668 1846 Choice VF-30, steel toned. Very scarce with only 31,300 struck; 
unobtainable above EF. 





669 1849 MS-60, Brilliant Uncirculated, usual faint contact marks, but 
about as nice as they come. Date heavily logotyped into die. 

670 1850 Choice AU-55, full lustre, and claims to Uncirculated. 

671 1851, 1852, 1853 no arrows. All VF-20 and lightly toned. The 1853 is 
scarce. (Total: 3 pieces) 

672 1853 Arrows at date. Choice AU-55, full mint lustre. 

673 1854 Arrows. AU-50, much lustre; lightly toned. 

674 1855 Arrows. Choice AU-55, nearly full lustre, naturally brilliant. 

675 1856 Small date. Choice AU-55 with plenty of mint lustre.

677 1859 Dazzling Choice Proof-65 gem with brilliant fields ringed by 
blue iridescence at the borders.

683 1864 MS-60, Brilliant Uncirculated, fully prooflike. A most unusual 
piece in that it has full proof surfaces but is very weakly struck at head, 
legend, rock and outer leaves of wreath, so much so that this is 
technically either a mint error or a set-up die trial piece. As to the im- 
portant question as to whether this is a proof or a business strike this is 
very difficult to answer. The mirror surfaces are equal in depth to a 
proof and display many tiny lintmarks like on a proof. However there 
is no question that this was struck only once, and weakly so at that, 
also the edge serrations are blurry and weak, and not at all like those 
on a proof. Die characteristics are no help as both proofs and business 
strikes are from the same pair of dies. Therefore we are forced to at- 
tribute this as a regular circulation strike, even though we admit there 
is a possiblity that this coin was once part of an 1864 proof set, as the 
other 1864 coins in this collection are all proofs. Two numismatists 
could argue far into the night on this, but whatever it is, it is rare, as on- 
ly 1 1,000 regulars and 470 proofs were made of this date. If the present 
strike is typical of the regular 11,000, this would explain why this date 
is usually seen in proof, prooflike Unc., or well-worn G-VG; VF and EF 
pieces are unobtainable.

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Outstanding Group of Proof Barber Dimes would be Proof-65 but this has been ruined by several light, but 

obvious scratches across the obverse. 



The following group of Barber dimes in Proof contains 
many splendid pieces of a quality seldom seen on the market 
today. Most Proof (and Unc.) Barber coins of all three 
denominations exhibit light slide marks on the cheek. These 
result from the use of slide type coin albums. When the slides 
are pulled back and forth they tend to rub across the highest 
part of the coin, which in the case of the Barber design is the 
cheek of Liberty. The selection of dimes below has never 
been in one of these holders, and so is free from this type of 
friction. The grading is, as usual conservative. The pieces 
listed as Proof-65 are virtually perfect and could easily be 
called Proof-67 or Proof-68, as some of our more enthusiastic 
competitors are fond of doing, the ones listed as Proof-67 ap- 
pear to be perfect under an 8X glass; the only reason we have 
not called them Proof- 70 is that some fanatical soul might 
claim to have found a flaw under a 30X microscope or 
something similar, but they fully meet the ANA criteria for 
Proof- 70.

732 1796 B-2, 6 high in date, the usual variety. VF-20, but a tragedy! This 
was hit a half-dozen times with a blunt object in the center of the 
reverse. The obverse is pleasing however, and the piece will still bring 
$3000 or more.

1804 B-1. More or less Good-4 though it could be argued that a few 
details in the center of the reverse rate VG. Very weak at reverse 
border with ERICA worn away. Only 6,738 pieces struck, seldom of- 
fered today in any grade. 




734 1805 B-2 (5 in date touches bust; gap in denticles above E in STATES). 
Choice VF-30, weak impression on obverse, but many details surely 
EF. Steel gray with a light iridescence at borders, and some mint lustre. 
A grossly undervalued date for years; above VF this is many times 
rarer than 1796 and nearly as rare as 1804. Yet it is valued at about the 
same as the common 1806 and 1807. The present specimen is certainly 
worthy of a bid of $2000 or more. 




735 1806 B-2 (Foot of 1 in date, I and T in LIBERTY all defective; C touches 
A in AMERICA). Choice VF-30, a twin to the above 1805 in sharp- 
ness, strike and color. Early classic coins such as this are getting rarer 
each year. 
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73>6 1807 B-1 (Small 0 in date; 4 berries). AG-3, reverse fully Good-4. 
Natural iridescent gray, and mostly defect-free. 

737 1815 B-1. VG-8, toned, few minor scrapes and scratches but nothing 
serious. Perennially underrated; just about as rare as the half dollar of 
this date. 




738 1818 B-2 (13th star recut, arc break over head; scroll begins under 
upright of D). Choice EF-45, warm gold toning, underlying lustre, nick 
on cheek. From the late die state with heavy triple clash marks. 

Note: Common variety, like B-1, 3, 4. The other varieties are seldom seen in any 
grade. This particular obverse die has an interesting later history. It was sold by the 
mint as scrap (possibly during the move to the Second U.S. mint in 1833). But it 
ended up in the hands of numismatists, and was resurrected in 1862 and muled with 
the reverse of a Randall hoard cent of 1818 (Newcomb-8) to produce a real 
monstrosity: a "coin” with the obverse of an 1818 quarter and the reverse of an 
1818 cent, struck in silver using an 1 860 seated quarter as a planchet! This curious 
item, which has been occasionally misdescribed as a "pattern", was in our stock 
several years ago. 



739 1819 B-3 (small 9 in date; 25 C double punched). EF-40, light toning, 
some lustre. The most common variety of the date, but very popular 
because of the blundered reverse die (colon after 25G; really a double 
punched period). 

740 1820 B-1. (Large 0 in date, extra long serif on 1; 25C placed high). Strict 
Fine- 12 with light gray toning. 

741 1821 and 1822. These grade VF-20 or better but both are damaged. 
The 1821 is holed and plugged at 12:00, and the 1822 has a less serious 
attempted puncture on the reverse. (Total: 2 pieces) 

742 1&15I3 B-2, late state, overdate gone. VG-8, natural greenish steel ton- 
ing. 



746 1833 B-1, period after 25C. Fine-12, gold-gray toning. 




747 1834 B-4 (8th and 10th stars recut; 25 colse, 5C very distant, second T 
in STATES low). Choice AU-55, nearly full lustre, antique gold and 
blue tones at rims, probably never in any real circulation, but it has 
enough light friction on a few of the hair curls to take it down to 
Choice AU-55. Shattered state of the reverse die with multiple breaks, 
including the vertical crack down from right wingtip. At least a full 
grade better than the Bergen coin. 




748 1835 B-1 (3 in date much too high; reverse of 1834, B-3). AU-50, some 
lustre, gold toning. Latest state of the dies with the horizontal crack 
through 5 in the date. 

749 1836 and 1837. Both Fine-12 with light gray toning. (Total: 2 pieces) 

750 1838 Bust type. B-1, the only variety. Choice VF-30 overall. Sharpness 
of EF-40, but the surfaces do not qualify as there are a couple of old 
nicks and little or no lustre. 

751 1838 Seated type. Choice EF-45, rich antique gold toning, much 
underlying lustre. 



752 1839 Choice AU-55, brilliant, near full lustre. Reverse die cracked in 
half horizontally from T to R. Reverse from the 1838 hub with open 
claws. Scarce date in choice condition, seldom seen finer. An excellent 
type coin. 







743 1828 B-2, reverse of 1824. VF-20, gray toning, once cleaned. Very 
scarce variety, probably still R-5. 




744 1831 The Kneass design. B-4 (Small date, 8th star far from cap; small 
letters, no berries, crack through C of value). AU-50, plenty of mint 
lustre, beginnings of a light steel tone. 

745 1832 B-2, short arrowheads. VF-20, light steel gray, few traces of proof- 
like surface. As a date many times rarer than 1831. 



753 1840-O With drapery. EF-40, toned, signs of an old cleaning. Scarce, 
not equalled very often. 

754 1842-0 Large date, like in 1843. Choice EF-45, light steel toning and 
faintly prooflike. 

755 1843 EF-40 but harshly cleaned. 

756 1844 Choice AU-55, irregular light toning, much lustre. 

757 1845 EF-40, gold toning, some lustre. 
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758 1846 Choice AU-55, brilliant, near full lustre. Obverse with light 
cracks through stars. 

759 1847 AU-50, lightest gold toning, and semi-prooflike surfaces. 

760 1848 VF-20, light toning. 

761 1849 Choice EF-45, steel gray. The common variety with the first ver- 
tical stripe of reverse shield incomplete at top. 

762 1850 AU-50, irregular deep streaky tarnish. 




763 1851 Choice AU-55, brilliant, faint signs of an old cleaning, but this is 
not serious as the coin has nearly full mint lustre, and actually has 
strong claims to the Uncirculated class. Rare in this condition; unob- 
tainable in gem condition, though this fact is not generally known. 

764 1852 Strong Fine-12, blue-gray toning. 

765 1853 Arrows and rays. Choice EF-45, silvery-gray toning, abrasion 
above head of eagle. 




766 1854 Arrows; no rays. MS-63, Brilliant Uncirculated, frosty, lightest 
gold toning. First stripe on reverse shield incomplete at top, as on 
many of this date. Very popular two-year type coin. Now is the time 
to buy these pieces while prices are low. 

767 1855 Arrows. AU-50, lightly toned, considerable lustre. 

768 1856 EF-40, light toning. 

769 1857 Choice AU-55, mostly brilliant, much lustre.

821 1836 Reeded edge; dies by Gobrecht. Choice VF-30, lightly toned, 
free of defects. Always a popular item due to the listed mintage of just 
1,200 pieces. Strictly a pattern like the 1856 flying eagle cent, as the 
legislation authorizing the reduced weight was not signed into law un- 
til early the following year. But it is a near certainty that more pieces 
dated 1836 were struck in 1837, and these would therefore be regular 
issues. But if these are regarded as regular issues the same must be done 
with the earlier pieces struck from the same dies. In addition the coin is 
usually seen worn proving that it circulated as a regular issue for 
decades. 



Amazing prooflike reverse with the die heavily broken in several 
places around the legends and into the field above the eagle. A few 
localized weaknesses from the collapsing die. Interesting and doubtless 
rare, as this die would have had to have been condemned promptly. 

830 1844 EF-40 with some lustre. 

831 1845-0 AU-50 with considerable lustre, especially over the reverse. 
Few small obverse abrasions above the head. 

832 1846 Tall date, same date punch as on the 1846 large date cent. Choice 
FF-45 with light gray toning.

Rarest by far of the 
three 1797 varieties, unknown in Unc. and essentially unobtainable 
above EF. The 1975 ANA piece and Garrett 684 are the two finest of- 
fered in recent years, and both of them are only slightly sharper than 
the present piece. In our Seller auction last year we offered an un- 
precedented 4 pieces, but all were well below the quality of this one.

Note: Probably the first varieti/ struck for the year; these probably included in the 
first 9000 pieces delivered January 18, though only making up a small fraction of 
that total. The obverse die has 15 stars proving it was made before June, I 79b when 
Tennessee became the Ibth state. Since there is no trace of any overdate, it is likely 
that the date was either left blank, or only the first three digits were punched in. 



The reverse is a carryover die from 7 797 B-2 and was used here briefly despite its 
worn condihon (it was originally a 1795 die and was actually used on B-14 of that 
year). Evidently the coining department was still waiting for the new heraldic eagle 
reverse dies, which would have taken longer to make than usual because new hubs 
had to be made. There would seem to be no other explanation for using an old reverse 
die that should have retired in 1797.

Note: Judd lists this in the regular pattern section, but it should clearly be moved 
to Appendix C of that reference, since the piece was obviously struck outside of the 
mint and cannot be called a pattern by even the wildest stretch of the imagination. 
Taxay lists it properly as a private restrike (see page 300, 1970 edition of Scott's) 
with the note: "Obverse an unknown die, possibly of 1807 as it has very small stars; 
Rev. a regular die. Rusted and cracked dies.... All the impressions from these dies 
are attributed to Joseph ]. Mickley. Their first record [for one of the silver impres- 
sions! appears in the sale of the Colburn collection, Oct. 20, 1803 [The white 

metal impressions] were first recorded in Bowdoin sale. Mar. 31, 1879. It was said 
to have been struck by Mickley in or shortly before 1878." Walter Breen, in his 
half eagle monograph (Hewitt Bros.) says that the obverse die was actually used on 
regular 1804 half eagles (his obverse 3) and was handcut to strengthen certain 
details outside of the mint. However this attribution is incorrect as the die 
characteristics of the present piece do not match those for obverse 3. The restrike die is 
heavily broken vertically from L down to lower rim just right of 4 in date; another 
crack branches off from this one and ends at the fifth star; Breen's mentwn of the 
same crack on variety 3-F is almost certainly an error. Also note the heavy thick 
center dot on the obverse. 

Several obverse and reverse dies of this denomination were discarded by the mint 
in cracked and rusted condition and sold as scrap (for the life of us, we cannot im- 
agine the mint doing such a thing with undefaced dies that had been previously used 
to strike ginuine U.S. gold coins; it is a wonder the dies did not end up in the hands 
of enterprising counterfeiters). As it turned out, the dies wound up in the hands of 
numismatists instead, who muled them together in various combinations and used 
them to make restrikes for sale to private collectors, but who were careful not to use 
gold planchets, in respect for the counterfeiting laws. Instead half eagles dated 1803, 
1804, 1805, and 1808 are known in various die combinations and in metals such 
as silver, tin, and copper, with reeded or unreeded edges. The best reference on these 
curious productions is Taxay, page 300.

500,000 of this 
denomination struck but at least 257,400 were redeemed and melted. Most common 
of the four 1883 Hawaiian coins in Uncirculated condition, due to the dispersal of a 
hoard of at least two rolls many years ago; as mentioned above, these are mostly well- 
bagmarked pieces, and nowhere near the quality of the present example. 




961 1883 Hawaiian half dollar. Uncirculated gem, beautiful iridescent 
pastels. Faint rub on Kalakaua's cheek, otherwise just about perfect. 
Seldom seen or offered for sale in anything close to this quality. Many 
times rarer in all grades than the quarter, and really rare this choice. 
700,000 minted but 612,245 of them were redeemed and later melted 
under an act of Congress approved by President Theodore Roosevelt 
on January 14, 1903. This splendid prize could sell for $2000 or more.

962 1883 Hawaiian silver dollar. Uncirculated, dark mottled, but attrac- 
tive toning, mostly blue and greenish-gold in fields with the bust of 
Kalakaua a beautiful pinkish-gray. Few minute rubs on cheek-bone and 
eyebrow, but really choice. Medcalf and Russell's $2500 Uncirculated 
price is much too low. Really rare like this; many times more so than, 
say an 1893-S Morgan dollar. This beauty could make the five-figure 
level. A coin to really get excited about! 

Note: The 1883 Hawaiian coins were designed by Charles Barber of the 
Philadelphia mint. The dies were made in that facility, but the actual striking took 
place in the San Francisco mint, even though the pieces do not bear an S mintmark. 
The coins are of the same weight and fineness as their U.S. counterparts, an obvious- 
ly convenient situation, since then regular planchets could be used. The hubs from 
which the dies were made are still preserved in the Philadelphia mint; as for the dies 
themselves, Medcalf and Russell tell us several defaced obverse dies still exist and 
are stored in the Hawaii State Archives in Honolulu.

These five emergency issues of regular U.S. currency have a most 
unique backgroud.

1942. These were burned in the Islands on Oahu in a sugar mill fur- 
nace at Aiea. They were replaced by regular U.S. notes overprinted 
with "Hawaii" in large letters in black. The seal and serial numbers 
were printed in brown. After August 15, 1942, it was illegal to 
possess, without a license, the regular U.S. notes. Had the Islands 
been invaded by the enemy, the special government issue would 
have been declared invalid. These notes were restricted to Hawaii 
and the South Pacific until October, 1944. Then they were legal to 
circulate worldwide. In April 1946 the notes were withdrawn and 
replaced with regular currency. 

Likewise, the African invasion notes were printed for the U.S. 
Landing force there was fear of disaster, and if so, the yellow seal 
notes could have been demonitized to prevent German usage. For- 
tunately neither contingency occurred!

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The Mark W. Collet 
Collection 



Dr. Mark W. Collet was a young physician living in 
dowiitown Philadelphia in the late 1850s, residing at 329 

He was one of the nine original founders of the 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia in late 
1857, and was elected the first treasurer from January 1858 
to December 1861. Apparently sometime during 1861 Dr. 
Collet entered the Union Army as a combat officer (not a 
physician), and in May, 1863, Collet was killed while leading 
his troups in the battle of Chancellorsville. 

Dn Collet was obviously interested in United States tokens 
and he was the first listed author on the first publication of 
the Numismatic and Antiquarian Society published in 1859 
It was entitled Catalogue of American Store Card & C with space for 
marking the condition price, rarity, & C. of each piece, designed for the 

use and convenience of collectors. The publication is actually un- 
dated! 

In this collection - in the William C. Tripler Collection he 
purchased a pattern 1838 50c, a Proof Ic of 1856 and a set of 
12 different 1858 cents in a case for $23.50. This latter 12 
piece set was recently discussed in the ANA, 1981 sale, the 
Rudy Sieck Collection under Lot 7. 

This collection of tokens remained in the Collet family un- 
hl the early 1920s when the last relative, living in Ardmore, 

n^•l j I related items were sold to a 
Philadelphia dealer at this time. The tokens were discovered 

by the present owner in a small cabinet when the collection 
was being moved in the 1920s, and the dealer sold these to 
the present owner for a nominal sum. Basically this token col- 
lection has remained intact and undistributed with only two 
owners since the late 1850s. 

All of the tokens in the collection, with one exception 
were manufactured by Scovill & Co., with sales offices in 
New York, but manufactured in Waterbury, Connecticut. 
The pieces are all amazingly similar in fabric. Brilliant Uncir- 
culated, prooflike strikes. The original tokens shown in this 
group were all made from about 1850 to 1855. Since these 
were obviously bought before 1860, it is not proper to call 
thern restnkes. However, it is readily apparent that these are 
special strikings almost in the category of specimen strik- 
ings. It i, the writer's opinion (G. J. Fold) that those Will 
issues offered in the following lots are collector's special 
strikes -undoubtedly sold directly to collectors through the 
New York office of Scovill. 

It should be emphasized that every single coin offered in 
the Collet Collection is Choice prooflike Uncirculated. The 
copper are fully brilliant with virtually no toning and the 
brass are with full original gilt and no toning. The silvered 
pieces are lustrous, but most have light silver-like toning.

2619 Group of four restrikes. The Evans struck copy of Massachusetts 
1788 cent in MS-65 grade, but made about 1950 has secret mark E 
near star on obverse plus a set of three Bashlow Confederate cent 
restrikes in original envelopes in original Uncirculated condition in 
bronze, goldine and silver. Made about 1960. (Total: 4 pieces) 

2620 A unique die-hub of Ulysses S. Grant, engraved by Morgan, 
engraver of the mint. His signature appears on the truncation of the 
neck. The hub is 55 mm. in diameter, the head itself is 38x30 mm. 
Probably never used to make a die — in fine state of preservation, 
unique and of great importance. 

2621 Embossing seal by Robert Lovett, about 1860 for HARMONY FIRE 
CO./INCORPORATED A.D. 1843. Undoubtedly Philadelphia area, 
Lovett's name engraved into reverse in script. Brass, 42 mm. Extreme- 
ly Fine and of course unique. 

2622 Group of three Washington medals. Washington & Lee University 
pinback, enameled brass, 1871 Very Fine; 28 mm.; Robbins medal 
with Washington obverse and Washington and Lee reverse, bronze. 
Uncirculated; and George Washington University indoor meet, 
1916, probably gold filled, enameled. About Uncirculated. (Total: 3 

pieces) 

2623 Unlisted Washington medals, George Washington and stars obverse 
with HONOR IS THE REWARD OF LOYALTY. 30 mm. (1) Silver, 
matte, Unc. Ex ANA sale, 1954 Lot 3880; (2) Bronze, Unc. spotty Ex 
Schulman May, 1952 Lot 1095 (3) white metal with different reverse 
holed. Extremely Fine Ex R.P. King Coll. (4) Different white metal 
with eagle reverse in high relief. Extremely fine on ribbon. All are ex- 
tremely rare.

Phoenix Buttons 



The following group of "Phoenix" buttons are included among token lists 
because of their close association with the Northwest trading activities ex- 
emplified by the North West Company tokens. These buttons, manufac- 
tured in England were brought to the Northwest about 1832-3. These pieces 
were all excavated in an Indian village site in northern California. See Rulau 
Early American Tokens p. 27 for more detail. The book is available from 
Bowers and Ruddy for $4.95 postpaid. 

2625 Phoenix button, 17 mm. Regiment No. 4 partial shank. Very Fine, 
button with even corrosion due to burying. 




2626 Same as preceding, 17 mm. Regiment No. 5. Much sharper, less cor- 
rosion but no shank. 

2627 Same as preceding, 17 mm. Regiment No. 7. Little corrosion. Fine, 
no shank. 

2628 Same as preceding, 17 mm. Regiment No. 9. Very Fine, but even cor- 
rosion similar to Lot 2625. No shank. 

2629 Same as preceding, 17 mm. Regiment No. 27, Very Good to Fine and 
strong, even corrosion. However, this piece contains full original 

shank. 

2630 The extremely rare Ball type Phoenix button. Regiment No. 1, ob- 
viously one was not available to Rulau for illustrations. This piece is 
16 mm. round with partial remains of a shank. Fine, with light corro- 
sion. 




2631 Another Phoenix button in ball form - the small size, 12 mm. in 
diameter. Partial shank. Fine to Very Fine with even corrosion. Also 

extremely rare type.

The following group of space medals belonged to noted Astronaut, 
Wallie Schirra — the first two medals are accompanied by affidavits from 

Schirra.

2633 Identical to preceding lot, but medal silver plated bronze. Uncir- 
culated.
